(ZNS) The American Medical 
Association (AMA) reports that 
adverse publicity about the potentially 
dangerous side effects of birth control 
pills is causing millions of American 
women to abandon the use of oral 
contraceptives 


The A.M.A. reports that a study of 
100 women patients at the University 
of \California at San Francisco 
revegled that 53 per cent of the women 
had }changed their methods of con- 
tracg@ption recently, with most of them 


moving away from taking the pill 

The study found that the most 
commonly used form of contraception 
was sull the pill, with 28 of the 100 
women taking oral contraceptives 
Following closely behind was the use 
of simple mechanical barriers, with 24 
women reporting they relied on such 
things as diaphragms, foam or con- 
doms to prevent pregnancy. Sixteen 
Percent said they used intrauterine 
devices or the rhythm method, while 
16 women reported they used nothing 
at all

Dissatistied customers  usualls 
won't come back for more, but in this 
case The customer seems to enjoy chec 
king up on his dissatisfaction. For | 
second time, Faculty Senate Chair 
Erwin Kelly has sent a letter to the 
Hornet Foundation blasting — the 
quality of food service available to 
him 

And as usual, he comes right to the 
point. “The food has never been 
worse,” his letter begins. Kelly then 
makes two requests) One that the 
Board of Directors “do something - 
anything.” The Food Service is 
rapidly taking on the dimensions of a 
scandal.” He adds that the Army's 
food would be an improvement 

Kelly's second request involves t i¢ 
members of the board and “ p 
propriate officials of the ad- 
ministration” to eat, for one week, in 
the cafeteria. Here the letter ends. Im 
plied sarcasm sets in 

Kelly is referring to the North Din 
ing Hall located in the Central Food 
Services building which has con 
sistently lost money for the foun- 
dation over the past several years. The 
letter was prompted by what Kelly 
says 1s the “same crap every day.” The 
food according to Kelly is “plain and 
dull” and there is no variety 

“The burritos and chili are the least 
poisonous ttems on the menu,” he 
said. Kelly also complained of the lack 
of quick service. “If | want a sandwich, 
it has to be made and weighed, which 
is a waste of time.” 

Kelly said the Hornet Nest 
located in the University Union is too 
crowded to be pleasant. The North 
Dining Hall's space has been res- 
tricted, he says, making it more 
crowded than before 

Kelly said the tightening of the 
cafeteria space was done to reduce the 
number of workers which holds down 


costs and keeps prices up. “There is no

“Wife beating is a lot like rape,” 
Tafoya said. “It is a crime of violence 
to a woman by a man And like rape 
used to be, nobody seems to want to 
talk about it, todo anything about it.” 

Tafoya has been interested in es- 
tablishing shelter for battered women 
for a long time; about a year and a half 
ago she and several other people met 
and requested a grant asking for funds 
for such an establishment. It took six 
months to write the grant and after a 
year, the government is “looking us 
over as a future recipient” for funds. In 
the mean time, men keep beating their 
wives, who have no place to go 

As I was preparing to ask my first

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Drought continues after two years,

If you're planning to head east this 
weekend with hopes of finding snow 
for your skis, better hurry. Last Mon- 
day's precipitation, which left as much 
as seven inches of snow in some places, 
brings the Sierra snowpack to the less- 
than-grand total of 13 inches. Com- 
pare that with 122 inches just two 
years ago. Such figures turn the 
Prediction of continued dry and mild 
days ahead into a dark and gloomy 
forecast 

Even closer to home, the lack of 
rainfall has shrunk Lake Folsom into 
a pitiful pond with beached buoys, 
lifegard stands a minute walk from the 
Shoreline, and boat launches and 
docks which lead to dry dirt. The 
American River can now be observed 
in skeletal form, and other Sierra - 
based rivers are faring no better. The 
River Forecast Center, a unit of the 


National Weather Service, Predicts 
flow rates of between 18 and 44 per 
cent of normal for Northern Califor- 
nia’s major rivers 

The 13-month drought affecting 
California is the worst ever recorded 
Even though the drought of 1924 had 
water levels comparable to this year's. 
the rise in state population in the last 
50 years makes it a rather meaningless 
comparison 

The lack of rain will have serious 
consequences on California 
agriculture. The U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation has already announced 
that it will probably have to cut back 
water deliveries to San Joaquin 
farmers served by the Central Valley 
Project by 75 per cent. David 
Schuster, chief of water Operations 
said “It looks awful. It is possible that 
if we don’t get the rain we figure on, we 
may have to reduce (allocations) even 
further.” The federal government also 
said it plans reducing by half the water 


The lake is very low

I climbed a hill of rock. When | 
reached the top, | stood some 40 feet 
above the water level of th Folsom 
Lake, normally that spot is covered by 
another 40 ft. of water 

I walked across the Salmon Falls 
Bridge. built in 1854. “© yeah man. the 
old Salmon bridge” Shit, we used to go 
scuba» diving there all the time trying 
to get down to that bridge. That thing 
used to be under 70 feet of water, I tell 
vou,” Chuck, one of my friends tells 
me after 1 came home Wednesday 
from a trip to the lake 

I stood on a rock at the foot of the 
Folsom Dan The dam rose gigan- 
veally high bevond me. Way up there 
a small white strip on the dam clearly 
Shows where the water used to he 
“The present water level is at 382 feet 
that ts let’s see. that is &4 feet 
below the maximu®,.” Fd Axell 
superintendent of the Folsom Dam 
said 

I got out of the car and walked over 
to the edge of the Marina boat ramp 
The hill to the bottom of the horseshoe 
shaped basin is very steep. Way down 
there in the mud lays a gigantic struc 
ture, I can’t figure out what it is sup- 
posed to be “Boy, those ramps are 


really stuck in the mud, aren't they™ 
said) Howard. my _ photographer 
Ramps, that’s tight. | knew there was 
something wrong with those things 
something that tells you they are not 
where they are supposed to be 

I turned my head Way to the right 
and at least 800 feet from where the 
ramps are stuck in the mud the lake 
begins. That distance gets longerevery 
day, since the water level decreases on 
a rate of 2.10 of a foot a day, because 
the power plant uses the water to 
produce electricity 

“Yes, we are still in operating every 
day.” said Axell, “We use the plant 
only during the morning and evening 
peaks however, to help SMUD and 
PG&E out” 

“But what if the water gets below 
the spill level?” 

“Well, we will not take the water 
out of the lake when the level gets to 
about 300 feet Although the spill level 
is at 307 feet. we need some water to 
supply Folsom and Rancho Cordova 
with water for domestic use,” he said 

Not all of the Folsom Lake is gone 
at this point, but if the water would ret 
down to between 330 and 450 feet. the 
old banks of the Amencan River will 
Start to become visible 

Before it gets that bad. Axell said

Just too many cars

“What's a poor fellow to do” said 
James Leese, CSUS's senior parking 
officer. Leese made the statement 
because dormitory students have 
more automobiles than there are dor- 
mitory parking spaces. Already there 
are about five more yellow decals is- 
sued than there are parking spaces, 
and more decals may be issued 

Dormitory students come to Leese 
with parking uckets complaining that 
they were forced to park in other 
zones. Some students returning to the 
dorms at night have waited for over an 
hour hoping someone would leave so 
they could park But often they end up 
parking tn a black or green decal zone 
They usually find a parking ticket on 
their automobile the following day 

Leese has been voiding these 
tickets so far. He 1s aware of the shor- 
tage of spaces. Leese has proposed 
Painting additional dormitory par- 
kiny spaces at the north end of the dor- 
mitory buildings 

Off - campus students with illegally 
obtained yellow decals make the par- 
king problem worse. Some of the dor- 
mitory sttdents questioned said that

In Kelly's letter, he asked that “ap- 
propriate administrators” eat for one 
week in the cafeteria, apparently to 
take notice of the conditions 

Two administrators, Ron Wright, 
who is the new vice president for Ad- 
ministration and Business, and 
Stanley Pretzer, Wright's special as- 
sistant, were contacted by the Hornet 
for their response 

Wright said he seldom eats lunch, 
but when he does he eats in all food 
service areas. When asked specifically 
about the North Dining Hall, he said 
the food wasn't bad -t the facilities 
were in an “atrocious arrangement.” 
He cited the lack of space for the 
amount of business done and the lack 
of efficient check out lines as exam- 
ples 

Pretzer said he finds the service

they know of off - campus students 
who have illegally obtained vellow 
parking decals. Although the problem 
is NOt as bad as it was before the par 
king crack down last semester, cheat 
ing is sill going on 

The decals are obtained by off 
campus students with the co 
operation of dormitory residents who 
don't own an automobile. They give 
the dormitory student $15 and the 
vehicle identification number. The 
decal is issued to the dormitory 
student who claims the vehicle is for 
his use. The dorm resident then gives 
the deca! to the off - campus driver 

John Heath, director of Residents 
Halls, who 1s in charge of assigning 
parking spaces and dormitory rooms 
said that there are almost always par 
king spaces available and that he has 
had no complaints from dormitory 
students about parking problems this 
semester 

Heath said that the dormitory 
population has risen from 800 last 
semester to 965 this semester 

About half the dormitory students 
Questioned did not know that about W 
spaces along the road to the coin lot 
are reserved for automobiles with 
yellow decals

more objectionable than the food 
“The hall was not designed to handle 
the crowd. The physical layout, which 
has been changed a few times, still 
hasn't worked out.” Pretzer said the 
food was adequate and “at times very 
good.” 

Weich's plan may get nowhere this 
morning, however. Helene Burgess, a 
board member, said she thought the 
foundation lacked the resources to 
make the proposed improvements 
“We can't, in my opinion, dump a lot

deliveries from the State Water Pro- 
ject, which supplies farmers with 
water from the California Aqueduct 

California's agriculture grosses 
about $9 billion annually and it sup- 
plies one quarter of the nations food 
needs. Farmers are already saying 
they may have to cut back planting 10- 
14 percent, and state losses on this 
year's crops are now being estimated 
at $2.5 billion 

The fight to conserve water is now 
reaching the political level Last Tues- 
day night the Sacramento City Coun- 
cil voted to give itself the authority to 
require residences to install water 
meters. The same night Governor 
Brown, who previously said that he 
favored water conservation ona Soca! 
voluntary basis, was meeting with top 


administration officials to formulate 
contingency plans for statewide water 


rationing 

Marin County, which irenicalls 
enough, overlooks the wet Pacific 
Ocean, is so drv as to have already 
begun rationing water County 
residents have been ordered to reduce 
water usage to between 32 and 49 
gallons a day. depending on the 
number of residents ina home — and 
they're subject to fines for excessive 
use (Instead of saying “Save me some 
of the hot water.” the cry may now be 
merely “Save me some water”) 

Water rationing also became a fact 
of life in parts of Fl Dorado Counts 
and the East Bay area earlier this 
week 

The limited mountain snow and 
the low water flows in the Sierra 
streams and rivers also means that 
there won't be much water to drive the 
turbines which supply much of Nor 
thern California with its electricity 
Electrical luxuries like air con 
ditioning may be subjects of nostalgic 
remembrance come summer time 


But the problems of drought are 
not contined to California, Oregon is 
likewise besieged Farmers there are 
worried about the availability of tr 
rigation water. fire hazards are 
developing, and the power outlook 1s 
bleak. The Cascade's snowpack is only 
15-25 percent of normal, and the 
Willamette River is getting so low 
that its ability to carry off pollutants is 
being questioned 

Back East. temperatures are rising 
The frozen states 1! of which have 
been declared disaster areas are 
finally beginning to thaw. Schools and 
factories forced to close because of the 
cold and unavailability of natural gas 
supplies are opening again The 
unseasonably cold weather in the 
Eastern states has also focused atten- 
tion on the country’s energy problem 
Natural gas producers are claiming 
that they can't supply continued high 
levels of gas unless they have more 
incentive. And chances are they will 
get that incentive in the form of 
deregulation of gas prices 

Strange weather conditions aren't 
nly occuring in places like Fostproof 
Florida, where it snowed, or North 
Dakota where hardy citizens wore 
buttons boasting MINUS 40 
BELOW KEEPS THE RIFFRAFF 
OUT Strange things are also happen- 
ing in the Arctic. Alaska has been ex- 
periencing unusually warm weather 
and poiar bears are reportedly forget- 
ting to hibernate

that the immediate reason for all the 
abnormal weather has been the 
unusual windflow patterns in the 
upper atmosphere It is not agreed 
upon what is causing this. One sugges- 
tion ts that a rise in temperature of 
Pacific waters off the North American 
Coast has created a high-pressure of 
offshore warm air. Pacific storms 
guided by this warm air mass. are 
traveling into the Arctic (warming 
Alaska) and then dipping much far 
ther south than usual bringing with 
them arctic temperatures 

Others have suggested that the 
changes in weather over North 
America are linked to cycles of 
sunspots Proponents of the theor 
claim that in periods of low sunspot 
activity, such as now. the usual 
weather patterns are upset They say 
that America ts experienc ing the same 
phenomenom that occured in the I 7th 
century when there was a SO vear 


Peniod of no sunspot activity. which 


resulted in what is known as the “little 
we age ” Direct links between at 
mospheric circulation and the sun's 
activit’ are hard to make. however 
and most scientists shy away from out 
right blame o« the sun 


The most far-out explanations of 
this year's weather come from the 
scientific Cassandras who say the 
earth is undergoing long-term climatic 
changes toward cooler or warmer 
weather 


Scientists from Columbia and 
Cambridge Unversity last vear 
published evidence based on core 
sediments dating back 450.000 years 
which show that the planet's major tee 
ages were closely related to changes in 
the earth’s attitude and orbit that 
reduced the amount of summer 
sunlight striking the polar caps. From 
this they postulated that the next 
20,000 years will witness trends 


toward cooler temperatures and the 


ice age coming 





spread of glaciers 


On the other hand, some scientists 
vigorously claim that the earth 1s watr- 
ming as 4 result of the greenhoube 
effect Because of increasing carbdn 
dioxide in the air. they say solfr 
radiation is entering the atmospherk, 
but is being prevented from escaping 


Even if the causes of our wierd 
weather are unknown, the effects are 
not. Some economists are now predic- 
ting that soaring food prices and rising 
utility costs brought on by the in 
clement weather will raise the inflation 
rate for the first quarter of 1977 to nine 
percent. The weather has also raised 
the spectre of the energy crisis once 
again. and energy officials will be 
looking harder at alternative 
solutions. increased cova! roduction 
better insulation § of homes and 
commercial buildings, and the use $f 
solar, geothermal! and wind power I 
generate heat and electricity

“The whole idea of the shelter 
the main goal is self - determination 
(for the women) 

“We want to give support, both 
emotional and economic but the 
decisions of what the shelter needs and 
should do will come from the women 
It will be up to the women to solve the 
problems of the house they will 
have to help pay the bills 

“It won't be just for the battered 
women, but for the rape victim too 
You know, so she can have a place to 
Stay for how ever long she needs. for 
sympathy. or just because she’s afraid 
to be alone 

Tafoya’s concept for the women’s 
shelter is a relatively new idea in the 
United States It is based in part onthe 
shelters set up by the Women’s Aid 
Movement in Britain 

“The houses will be completely 
autonimous. And the women can Stay 
there as long as she needs to get her self 
together and be on her own “ 

But like all worthy Projects, 
problems beset the completion of the 
dream. Seed money is needed to help 


pay for the rent and the insurance 
And finding a building is difficult 

“1 originally thought of getting just 
a two bed room house for two 
butafnend 
of mine tound a huge old building that 
we might be able to get. But there’s 
nothing definite ”

The closest wo nen’s shelter in nor- 
thern California is in San Francisco 
But La Casa, Tafoya said. is over 
crowded, partly because they “didnt 
plan on the kids.’ 


A network of thirty shelters now 
exist in California Oregon 
Washington and Colorado Inarecent 
meeting that Tafova attended. the 
Sroup decided on the principles of 
unity that each shelter should 
autonimous, run by the women. that 
self - determination was the mair goal 
that the women could stay there until 
they learned to be on their own or 
however long they wanted to stay 


During the course of our conver- 
sation, Tafoya told the story of a 
woman who has been running away 
from her divorced husband through 
several north western states. She 
can't get a restraining order he 
won't leave her or the children alone 
How would a women’s shelter handle 
a situation like thar? 

“I don't know.” Tafoya said. “we'll 
probably have to devise some sort of 
underground railroad

“Network” finally came to Sac- 
ramento this week, and everything 
you may have heard about it is true. It 
is one of the funniest, most sarcastic 
films to come around in a long time 

In case you've been on the moon 
for the last few months, the plot 
concerns Howard Beale, an an- 
chorman for u mythical fourth 
network which is a joke in the TV. in- 
dustry. When his show is cancelled 
because of poor ratings, he threatens 
to blow his brains out on the air. His 
ratings zoom up, and soon he is 
presented as a Mad Prophet: denoun- 
cing the evils of our time. Impressed 
by his success, a ruthless network 
Programmer develops a program 
based on the activities of an 
underground terrorist group called 
the Ecumenical Liberatation Army 
But trouble begins when Beale begins 
denouncing the network itself 

This is a brief summary of the plot, 
and makes no attempt to describe the 
many bits and pieces that make this 
film a bitterly and acidly funny 
comment not only on television but on 
American life in general. Every 
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Films: ‘Network’ among Sacto’s best 


political group in America, from far 
right to far left, gets dumped on in this 
film. The scene where the terrorist 
group and the network negotiate is 
one of the funniest and most out- 
Tageous scenes I've seen in years 

The entire cast is faultless, but 
honors go the late Peter Finch whose 
newsman is deserving of the pos- 
thumous oscar he seems bound to win 
For years Hollywood has misused him 
and now when success has finally 
reached him, Hollywood will know 
what a loss it has suffered 

But the rest of the cast - Faye 
Dunaway as the ruthless programmer, 
William Holden as the news director, 
the only figure of any integrity in the 
film, Robert Duvall as the president of 
the Network, and Ned Beatty in an in- 
credibly funny role as the head of the 
corporation which owns the network 
are near perfection 

Paddy Chafyeski’s

Sidney Lumet’s direction is faultless 
and the whole film is a masterpiece, a 
finger flipped at television. and my 
choice as the best film of 1976
